A proclamation puta in force from the lat 
instant tho amendment to tho oriminal aodo 
of laBt aoBsion, enacting that seven grand 
jurors, instead of twelve, may find a true 
bill in any province whero tho panel of 
grand jurors does rot exceed thirteen. 

Sir Mackenzio Bo well will bo out next 
Wednesday. The doctor Bays tho Promier'a 
throat haa greatly improvod. 

Major N. P. Snowdon resigns his commia- 
ion in tho British Columbia artillery to 
hold tho rank of captain on his retirement. 
Paymaster Walter Slioara also resigns hia 
oommiasion, to hold tho honorary rank of 
captain on his retirement. 

Tho Department of Agriculture received 
a communication from Washington in refer- 
once to tho medals and diplomas connected 
with tho Chicago Columbia exposition. Tho 
expectant recipients of those honors are very 
clamorous for them. This has resulted In a 
good doal of correspondence and 
repeated departmental applications 
to Washington, Information now cornea 
from tho executive committoo on awards 
of the Columbian exposition that the 
uiplomaB aro printed and the medals aro 
being struck off uuder the supervision of tho 
director of the mint. Tho Department of 
Agricultural learns that tho modals may not

German Conservatives Hatlsllrd. 

Berlin, Jan. 11.— In tho reichBtag to. v day^ 
tho dobate on the anti-revolutionary bill 
was taken up. Count von Llmberg-Stir- 
rum, Conservative, deolared that hia party 
hailed the bill with satisfaction. The 
Socialists, ho added, wero not justified in 
olaiming to be the Bole labor party. 

New Oriental Cardinals. 

Rome, Jan. 11.— At the next consistory 
tho Popo is likoly to raiao two Oriental 
patriarchs to the dignity of oardinals. Tho 
digoitarios believed to havo been aolootod 
for tho honor aro Monaignor Azirian, tho 
Armenian patriarch, and MonBignor Yuzeff, 
patriarch of Antiooh. Hia Holiness at- 
taches tho utmost Importance to theso 
nominations. Ho leoka forward to their 
making a deep improsaion throughout the 
East, and helpbg on tho longed-for under- 
standing between tho schismatics and tho 
papaoy.

ARMENIAN HORRORS. 

The Half Was Never Told— Boasts of Blood 
Thirsty Soldiery as to Their 
Foul Deeds. 

London, Jan. 11, — The Speaker publishes 
a letter from an unnamed correspondent in 
Constantinople who olaims to have equal 
knowledge with the British ambassador 
concerning the Armonian atrocities. Ho 
professes to have seen the roports i from tho 
consuls in Van, Erzoroun, Sivas and Diar- 
kebir, and sa>a that they confirm tho most 
horrible aooountB already received. Con- 
current reports, he says, oomo from Catholio 
and Protestant missionaries in tho Sassoun 
district. The troops called out against tho 
Armenians have "returned from tho 
scene of confllob to pOrmanent quarters. 

"They boast of their deeds publicly," 
writes the correspondent. " Their state- 
mentB have been forwarded to Constanti- 
nople. Ono soldier dooiarod that with his 
own hands ho ripped up twenty pregnant 
women. Another boastB that ho took part 
In a massacre in a church, and that the 
blood flowed in a largo stream from tho 
door, Tho Boldiora believe that tho Sultan 
ordered tho massacre and approvod of it." 

The Daily News will say to-morrow in a 
loader emphasizing tho importaresof " The 
Speaker's" news from Constantinople : "It 
would bo pedantry and folly to rejeob all 
ovidenco not givon boforo tho oommiasion of 
"nqulry, which does not soem to be in a 
hurry to begin its labors. Moreover, tho 
"mpartlality of tho commission is open 
o gravo doubt. Tbo appointment of 
it was a sulky concession to England, 
Franco and Russia, and its ideas as to the 
treatment of Christians can hardly be in 
strict acoordanoo with modern civilization. 
Nevertheless tho truth will be brought out, 
as tho commissioners are under the vigilant 
eyes of tho consuls. Turkey's fato hangs 
onco more in tho balanoe,"

Auckland, NX,, Jan. 11.— Premier R. 
J. Soddon spoko at length in Kokitita to- 
day concerning Samoa and Now Zealand 
and tho threo intoreatod poworB. Ho aaid : 
" New Zealand's offer to admlnlator Samoa 
is unanimously approvod by all the Aus- 
tralian colonies. It wbb mado in a friendly 
spirit to tho powers concerned, the Unitod 
States, who woro mdifferont in tho matter, 
boing cognizint of it. Tho Gormana havo 
mado no progreaa in tho colonization of 
Samoa. Thiir intoreata aro waning yearly 
and tho Germans in Australasia do nob ob 
joct to our proposal. Tho sight of tho groat 
European powora uBing warships to Bottle 
tho trumpery dUputos of tho Samoan na 
tion ia a blot on civilization. All tho fight 
ing could bo stopped by a few 
police." Promior Soddon complainod

TOEONTO'S BLAZE.

The Loss Likely to Be Much Greater 
Than by the Fire of 
Sunday. 



Leakage of Gas Said to be the Cause 
of the Great Conflag- 
ration. 



Toronto, Jan. 11. — (Speoial)— Laatnight's 
Gro started whoro the Globe fire on Sunday 
left off. After burning furloualy for font 
hours a downpour of rain fortunatoly pre- 
vented further damage. The fire broke oub 
in tho Oagoodby building at 7 p.m., and an 
hour later ovcry lloor had fallen through to 
tho oollar. From tho Oagoodby building tho 
flamoa jumped to tho warohouBea in the 
roar. Bunting, Roid & Company's building 
waa attaokod and tho upper stories were 
soon ablaze. Tho firemen woro much handi- 
capped by the poor appliancoa and lack of 
water, but notwithstanding workod hard 
and faithfully. Tho ohief sufferora aro tho 
tenanta of tho Oigoodby building : W. S. 
Johuaon & Co. , blank hook manuf aaturora ; 
J. E. Knox, manufacturers' agent ; tho Pa- 
ton Manufacturing Co., Sherbrooko, Quo ; 
Simmons & Evol, undertakers' supplies ; J. 
H. Secomb, aaddlery hardware ; G. J. Gor- 
rio, ahow cards. On Melinda street the loa- 
ora ore : Mra. Elizabeth Garton, John 
O'Brien, Jamoa Rigncy. On Wellington 
atroet, north side : S. F. MoKinnon, Jamns 
A. Conklin, T. D. Dunnetb & 
Co., furB; W. P. White. manu- 
faoturorB' agent; Corticolli Silk Co., 
H. Gray & Co., Brereton & Manning, 
furs; E. BoiBaoan & Co., Robb. Darling & 
Co. Wellington street, aouth side — Harb 
& Riddoll, wholesale stationers ; Hunter, 
Rose & Co., publishers; Buntin, Beid & 
Co., paper manufacturers ; Kilgour Bras., 
paper box manufacturers. Tho throe lasb 
named houses were damaged mostly by 
water. Tho loaa will be muoh larger than 
at Sunday's fire, and tho estimated inauranoe 
will aggregate about half a million. 
The firemen will for days bo busy 
cooling tho ruins and preventing the 
Bproad of the conflagration. The 
oause of the fire iB ascribed to a leakage of 
gas in the buildings adjoining Sunday'e 
blaze, occasioned by the disturbance of tho 
gaa mainB and pipoa at that time. It is 
thought that tho Osgoodby building was 
filled with this and caught by an eleotric 
current. At a meeting of underwriters ib 
was moved that insurance on buildings 
over four stories high be increased 50-per 
cent. This would have been passed only 
the mombers of the city oounoil who were 
present, assured tho insurance people that 
they would purchase four atoam engines, 
ladders and other applianoea. The city is 
practioally withont tolorihone communication 
to-day. . 

THE DISTRESSFUL ISLAND- 

Condition of Newfoundland Specially Brought 
to the Attention of the Home Author!- 
tles-A Partlzan Inquiry. 

St. Johns, Nfld., Jan. 11.— Important 
correspondence between the Imperial and 
Colonial governments waB presented to tb« 
legislature last night. The looal executive 
in a dispatch to Lord Ripon, the Imperial 
colonial secretary , admitted that Newfound- 
land was in a deplorable condition and 
asked what assistance England was willirg 
to give if tho colony accepted a royal com- 
mission to investigate colonial affaira, 

Lord Ripon repliod that tho English gov- 
ernment was willing to appoint a oommia- 
sion, but could not pledgo itself beforehand 
as to tho course it would take upon rcceiv. 
ing the commission's report. The lool 
government will not accept a commission on 
these tormB. 

Tho governmont has Btartod a war upott 
the corroapondenta of foreign nowapapers, 
alleging that their measagea concerning tha 
finanoial aituatlon aro damaging tho colony's 
credit. A star chamber inquiry into the 
matter waB bogun yeatorday bofore tho 
police magistrate. None of the correspond- 
ents or their counsel were allowed to bo 
present. 

Tho inquiry is largely partisan, as tho 
first victim is Mr. McGrath, editor; 
of tho Horald, an Opposition organ. 

Mr. Alexander MacKay, suporintondonb 
of the Anglo-Amorican Telegraph Company, 
rofuBed to onswor any queBtiona pub to him, 
or to produce any moaBagos. Hon. Donald 
Morrison, ex-Attornoy-Goneral, counsel for

Work for the Unemployed-Steamers Likely 
to Miiko a Second Trip to Seal 
Fisheries. 

St. Johns, Nfld., Jan. 11. — Private ohar 
ity is doing much to help those who want 
lor food. The government is instituting the 
preparatory Btop to provide work for the 
unemployed. Soma Amerloan nowapapers 
bavo telegraphed the Amerioan consul hero 
proffering assistance and asking in what 
shape he would prefer it sent. Tho local 
relief committoe expended $2,500 laBt week, 
and relieved 800 families. Fearful destitu- 
tion prevails and hundreds will perish unless 
the situation is speedily grappled with. A 
bill passod the assembly iaat night to allow 
steamers to make a second trip to tho seal 
fisheries thia season. This will largely help 
to relieve the general distress.

Begg, who is here, suffered serious loss in 
the Toronto firo, the volume of his " His- 
tory of the Northweat," in oourse of print- 
ing, being burned with the Hunter, Rose 
& Co. building. 

TEACHERS IN SESSION. 

The Victoria Association Pronounces Against 
Any Change In the School HourB— A Vote 
of the Parents to Be Taken. 

The initial regular meeting for 1895 of the 
VIotoria Teachers' Institute waB held yes- 
terday afternoon, when the old question of 
re-considering the hour of holding tho Asso- 
ciation meetings waB settled by a unani- 
mous vote to retain the present time (2:30 
p.m.) 

The next question dealt with was the 
question of extending the noon intermission. 
By the terms of the School Act, boards of 
city trustees have discrotionary power to 
alter school hours bo that a reciBS may be 
given from 12 to 1:30, provided tho after- 
noon session be lengthened half an hour. 
The Victoria Sohool Board are about to put 
the question to the popular vote of city 
teaohers and parents of oity aohool children. 
Mr. Netherby waB appointed returning offi- 
cer by the board, and the ballot paperB will 
fairly set before the parents all eidos of tbo 
question at issue. 

A vote of the Association on this matter 
was taken, the teachers as a body being in 
favor of retaining the present hours. The 
chief arguments advanced wore throe : 
Four o'olock In summer is too late an 
hour for obtaining good work from tired 
children, an additional half hour at noon 
wonld moan additional opportunity for get- 
ting into niiBohief, and the erection of new 
schools has made it possible for nearly all 
pupils to go home to lunoh and return with- 
in an hour. 

Mr. St. Clair's paper on the advantogoaof 
physical culture was listened to with 
marked attontion. It was an able and 
scholarly production. A vote of thanks waa 
tenderod to tho author, coupled with a re- 
quest that ho allow it to bo publishod. 

The next paper dealt with tho law of 
heredity, especially in its connection with 
the education of the young. At its conclu- 
sion the houso was divided against itaolf. 
Mr. Tait, Mr. McNeill and Mr. Paul 
strongly upheld Mr. Hoath'a viowa ; Miss 
Cameron, Mr. Muir and Miss Arrowsmlth 
attacked his theories, questioned their 
truth und askod for proof. The discussion 
which ensued becamo pertinent and spir- 
ited. 

Trustoo Marchant (who was proeont) con- 
tended that no child is predisposed to ovil ; 
Mr. Dallas as dogmatically assorted that all 
sinned in Adam. 

Tho quostlon of teachers' salaries was the 
last discussed, and a committeo of twelve 
was appointod to colloot atatlstics tf salaries 
in other places with a vlow to inatituting 
a comparison. 

Tho mooting then adjourned. 

Taking advantage of tho powers granted 
by the aohool aot tho trustoo board will next 
Tuesday submit to tho paronts and teaohers 
the question as to the proposed extension of 
the noon recess from one hour to one hour 
and a half, with the addition of half an 
hour to the afcornoon session, Mr. 
Netherby, tho returning officer, will supply 
parents and guardians with ballot papers on 
Monday and those will bo returnable tho 
following morning.

MEDICAL HEALTH OFFICER 

City Water Supply, i-'ewernge Conditions, 
Tuberculosis In Cattle aud Other Sub- 
jects Dualt With. 

To His Worship the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen, Victoria : 
Gkntlemkn :— I havo tho honor to horowith 
transmit to you my aecond annual report on 
sanitary mattois in connection with tho oity of 
Victoria. 

It givea mo much ploaauro to state that in 
spite uf tho existing conditions with us advoreo 
to public health, such aa tho dofectivo wator 
supply, tho still dangoroua state of Chinatown, 
tho Incompletoneaa of our toworag08yatom and 
othor mattora with which you will bo familiar, 
tho general health of the city of Victoria has 
boon good. 

'Iho number of deaths during tho year was 
299, c mpared with KG3 in 1893. I trust that in 
my next roport I may, with arrangements now 
under contemplation, bo ablo to giveataou- 
ltted statement of tho causes of death and of 
tho local and other influences which tend to 
produco tho diseases from which fatal oflfoota 
result. 

1 fool— I d oem it my duty to stato— that to tho 
membora of tho prcaont council board is duo 
considerable credit for the mannor in which 
they havo taken up aad dealt with the long de- 
layed extension of the eoworago ayatom, and 
owlDg to their promptnoaa and energy the fact 
remains that i ho business portion of tho city la 
oowored, and wo may thoreforo hope that It 
will not be long beforo that mucn to bo de- 
siderated object is attained —the proper paving 
of our beautiful city. In my luat report 
roforenco was made to Victoria as a resort 
lor visitor*, and tho existing causes loading to 
ita thoroughfares not boing as presentable aa 
they ought to bo. From this point of vlow, tho 
presence of tho cab atand on tho leading thor- 
oughfare is highly objectlonablo, but there it a 
much moro Important— tho sanitary— reason 
why It Bhould bo dono away with in tho most 
frequented etreot of tho city. 

Tho extension and completion of tho city 
sowers will havo tho effect of rtllevlng tho city 
from an incalculable source of danger— tho car- 
riage through tho oity for deposition on gar- 
dons outside tho limits of tho city of rofuso and 
excreta containing geims of disoaso such us 
typhoid, tuborculo-is, und ao forth, particular- 
ly from Chinatown, to do ru-introduced In 
many instances througn tho medium of tho 
vego ables grown and pedd;od by tne Chinese 
Consumption, I may hero remark, is very com- 
mon amongBt the Ohineao in our city, hence, 
when tho vegetables sold by ttiem aro kopt for 
houra in their unsanitary dwilllng plucoa. wo 
havo an additional aourco of disease with which 
to contend. 

Although numorouB roporta of thcfxistonco 
of small pox in Chinatown havo reached mo, I 
am nappy to say that I havo been unable in 
spite of tho most diligent search to dotect a 
ainglo caao, the maladies complained of boing 
of nn entirely tilffertnt character, tho only 
caso at all resombling small pox which was 
brought to my attention having been that of a 
girl of 111 yoars, eaily in tho year, Uf thisl could 
llnd no trace, and wiioihor small pux or not, I 
am happy to report that no ill eH'ucla havo ro- 
suited. 

In regard to (leprosy, thero havo occurred 
two woil-c efined cases ; tho llrst (a Chinaman) 
prosonted himself to a rosldont puyaiclan for 
advice, tho result being unroi tunatoly that a 
clear caso of leprosy was uiagnosod. Of this 
fact the Chinaman became aware during tho 
examlnai iun. and not being placed under poltco 
surveillance and roportod to mo, ho mado his 
escaps. 'I ho closest search lias failed to llnd 
him Tho other was al, o that of a Chinaman, 
who alter a strong reslstanco was tnkon to tho 
Oarcoy Island laz irotto, from which hsathort 
time after managed to Rot away— it is sup- 
posed with tho assistance of outstuo friend-". 

During tho labt summer, through tho kind 
consideration ol your honorablo body, I was en- 
abled to visitChlna and J 'pan, and whilo thoro 
visited Hongkong and Shanghai and nearly all 
of tho Japanese largo cities, upon tho sanitary 
condition of which and othor interesting mat- 
ters ail'ooling tho puolic health I havo alroady 
reported. 1 may say In a word that constant 
vigilance on our part la tho price of our px- 
ompllon from the contngtoua maladioa which 
havo their (habitat) in tho Orient. In viow of 
this nnd the ex|ieiionce» of tho past. I cannot 
but think that the timo la an opportuno ono for 
the legislature of tho province, at prosont In 
Hosalou, to adopt a strong momorlal to tho Do- 
minion government calling upon thorn to pro- 
vide for a thorough diatnfection of tho baggiigo 
of all Orientals arriving at this port, 

It should not bo rorgotion, na baa apparently 
been the case, that the conditions against 
wni h the quarantine system on tho Paclllo 
Coast has to contend aie widely different from 
thoso obtaining on tho Atlaotio Bido of tho con- 
tinent Tho exclusion of i-maUpox, plaguo and 
so forth, from British Columbia, tho doorway 
to tho Dominion, Is to my mind of tho most 
pre.-slng lmportftiico, and the nbjoot can only 
bo att lined by tho moi-t active exortlonaon 
t o part of the Victoria city council and tho 
Provincial legislature, upon whom iho duty 
devolves of bringing ml toasiblo Influence upon 
tho govoinniont of Canada to eecuru tho neeea- 
aury legislative and administrative ncion. 
1 his In a word is to provido for tho fumigation 
at William's Head of all baggngo and belong- 
inga of Oriontal immigrantB. In tho mean- 
time, until tho Dominion govornmont follows 
out thia policy, it is the Imperative duty of tho 
author! tlos of tho city to tako upon thomaolTCB 
tho reaponalbility of carrying out tho nocoa- 
sary action, and thus protecting thomsolvos. 

I mar here romaik that whilst) tho city Is 
possessed of an Isolation hoapttal, It has no 
suipoct station and no placo for tho dlalnfoo- 
Hon of articles llablo to contain the germs of 
discaso, and I would therefore again urgo that 
stops bo takon for tho obtalnmont of auoh an 
establishment as well aa of a steam dialn- 
looting apparatus by which everything troatod 



can bo effectually handled without being In 
any way damaged. During tho ye ir tho city 
h,ia been oall-d upon u deal with a number of 
" i< o i of searlot fovor and a few of dlphthoil i. 
Tho houses and their contents required 
thorough disinfection; but for lac k of nppli- 
ancoa i ho work waa a difficult ono, and not 
aitogi-lh r unproductive of damage to iho 
goods tie ited. Wo can never hope to be froo 
trom these disoasos, which occur constantly in 
tho beat regulated cities, consequently, thoro 
must bo aomo system of disinfection resurtod 
ro. iinJ, with iho action I suggest, theentiro re- 
quirement could bo covered and at a compara- 
tively mod rato cost. 

It Is satisfactory to boo that tho subject of the 
wa er supply is ono of tho moat prominent In 
tho discussions of tho city council nnd tho com- 
monta in tho press. I trust that speedily some 
offeotlvo work may bo dono In thi way of pro- 
viding tho city not alono with an amplo water 
supply, but nf ono of tho vary heat quality. It 
w mid bo diffloult for mo toadd anything to the 
recommendations on the subject mado In my 
pr.-vtoue reports.- 

Not a ainglo case of entorlc or typhoid fever 
has btien reported to mo during i he year, al- 
though I haro Indirectly boon made an aro of 
several cises being troatod by city physicians. 
Aa la well known, thia dl8oaao Is causod by in- 
fection from a provlous caao and honco both 
housoholdora nnd phyalciaiiB should at onco re 
port tholr caaea to tho health ollloor. In order 
that tho Bourco of infection— gonoraily milk 
aaultoratcd by infected water, or moro llkoly 
1 i this city uncooked Chlneao vegetablea— may 
bo ascertained and tho spread of tho disoaso 
arroated. In thia connection It may bo well 
for mo to refer to the noeesslty of having a 
careful and accurato inspection mado of nil 
house plumbing, particularly at tho proaent 
o, when connectlona are boing numorously 
mado with tho cxtonded Bewera. I would ea- 
ially call tho attention of your honorablo 
body to this point, 

A. hiU? h 'TJT number of tho Indigent sick 
of I lie city havo beun treated by mo this year 
than during tho vo.r preceding. Thoy wore 
not only supplied with medicine, but aomo of 
thorn received ordors for goodB and other no 
ccB-mrieB Their aiimonta wero not auob ns 
generally to demand tholr removal to hospital; 
but In many oiaes whoro this waa dono I havo 
experienced much dilllculty In securing for 
them tho qualification necessary to thoir ad- 
missi n Matters would bo very much simpli- 
fied if aomo arrangement couUl bo reached by 
which tho Medical Hi ah h ofllcer'a certlilcato 
would bo regarded nB Bafflclout, 

A large number of the Inmates of tho police 
station during tho past jear wero Indians who 
wore frequently covered with 11-th und vermin, 
which took posaossion on sovorul occasions not 
only of thecollB but nisi of tho blankets and 
straw mnttreaaea, while it baa boon said by tho 
tailors that oven their clothing wua affected. 
To avoid this, I would sugge-t that clolhlng 
Bhould bo aupplled to each priaonor on hia or 
nor ontranco, after ft bath haB boon given. 
With thia object in vlow a boiler should bo 
fitted up in tho atatlon yard bo that clothes and 
blunketa can bo purillod, whilst spring mat- 
tresses similar to those In use In tho Provincial 
Jail should bo placed in euch cell, prison labor 
being fruquently utilized to keoptho walls woll 
whitewashed. 

I have paid considerable attention to tho 
matter of tuberculosis existing in some of tho 
herds supplying tho city with with milk, re- 
ported to you by tho provincial government, 
and referred to mo for investigation. In my 
llrst annual roport I spoke of tho dangers aris- 
ing irom impure milk, and auggoated tho adop- 
tion or cortain regulation, but It was found 
that tho city had no authority over tho ranches 
oulBido o' ita limits. Tho proaont action on the 
part of tho provincial govornmont iato bo com- 
mended, for I havo no doubt that many of tho I 
cot-OB of deatn ascribed to scrofula, tabea, hy- 
drocephalus, etc , ahnuld hnvo boen classed as 
duo to tuborculoBls. Dr. Allan, hoalth olllcor of 
tho city of Toronto, traced the origin of sovoral 
c ibos of tuborculoBls to an affected cow, while i he 
investigations at tho Dominion Kxporimental 
Farm at O.tawa with boiu* of their boat stock 
havo clearly shown that thia dreaded and do- 
Btruciivo malady may bo Insinuated Into tho 
human system through what might bo consid- 
ered pure milk. 

I have conferred with tho provincial minister 
of agriculture on tho subject, who has assured 
mo that a bill will be introduced at tho present 
Beaoion which if carried out will aa nearly aa 
possible overcome tho danger. 

A» your board must bo awaro. in viow of tho 
vast amount of ground which has to be cover- 
ed, the position of tho sanitary olllcor for tho 
city uf victoria is no alnonuro. He has. in faot, 
moro work than ho can do justice to, and I 
would again respectfully urgo that tho assist- 
ance of tho city pulico force, which 1 am well 
awaro is only limited in numbera, bo moro 
largoly availod of in tho work of Inspection of 
nuisances, whether upon tho BtTeot or in con- 
nection with roaldencea and warehouses Tho 
policeman upon hia bent might readily llnd his 
w»y into nuny of tho notoriously nlthy yards 
and alloi -woyB and warn tho householders of 
thoir violation of tho sanitary Iowa, whllo in 
many cases, tho Blmploat thing for an aggriov- 
od resident would bo to hint to tho officer that 
at such a placo sanitary conditions aro of a 
most objectlonablo charaotor, whon ho can act 
as circumstancoa require. 

I might add that it would bs, to my mind, in 
tho public Intoreat woro more stringent regula- 
tions adopted regarding tho keoping of animals 
— partioulorly plga and poultry— within tho 
limits of tho city. They are regarded by many 

fieoplo aa a nuisance at tho beat, and frequent- 
y tholr proaonoe Ib not only highly objectlon- 
ablo but dangerous to tho public health as 
transmitters of sovoral forms of disoaso. 

I havo aont East for a supply of the dlplr 
therlc antitoxlno— tho now romody for one of 
tho dreaded diseases— and hope soon to havo It 
on hand. Geokue H. Duncan,

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Some Suggestions as to the Better Protection 
of the City From Fire. 

Chief DoftBy calla attention to tlui annoyance 
caused by defects In tho lire alarm system, tho 
wireagettlng tangled up in every windstorm. 
Ho points out tho lack of milllclont wator pres- 
sure, and considers that threo flro engines 
should bo possessed by tho department. Ho 
recommends that a stationary pumping engine 
bo placed at tho electric light stathm, with 
mains along tho principal streo s, and hydrants 
to pro'.ect tho business Bootion. He advocates 
that cnllmon bo diaponsed wHi and a full paid 
forco eatabliahod. Tho orcction of llro halla In 
Victoria West and above Kernwood road la 
alHO locommendod Tho uneafo condition of 
tho Yatojatreet hall la forcibly pointed out. 



THE POLICE FORCE. 

Chief Sheppard Makes Known ^orae of the 
Wants of Ills Department. 

Chlof of Pollco Slioppard roporta that during 
tho year thoro woro no dismissals from tho 
force »rtd only ono auaponaion. Ho attributes 
a considerable amount of tho eicknesa of tho 
men paitlyto tho fact that overcoats, which 
wore absolutely nocesjary. havo not been Blip- 
plied.

The truth of most of the statements in 
reoitals In tho resolutions of the I3~.h No- 
vember, 1891, has been amply sustained by 
tho toatimony adduced in this investigation. 
Ic has been proven dourly that Improper re- 
lations have existed between members of the 
Counoil of tho olty of Toronto und contrac- 
tors and persons and corporations holding 
contracts and fracohiaos with and from the 
city ; it has beon equally well established 
that eontraots and franchises havo boon ob- 
tained by illogal, improper, and oorrupt 
moanB ; aud I think that it is a necessary 
corollary of those two facts that the publio 
business of tho said city and the good gov- 
ernment thereof havo been aeriously affected 
by the oxistonoo of thoeo praoticos. 

Judge McDougaH'B report is edifying 
reading to everyone who taken an intorost 
in oivio affairs. It shows that tho electors 
of cities oannot bo too oareful in tho ohoioo 
of City Councillors. It makes it very olear 
that they should be man of tried integrity 
and also men who aro not likely to be 
tomptod by bribes to betray tho intorosta of 
tho ^oity to ooutractors and others with 
whom it does business.

AN OBJ EOT LSSSON. 

Those who are raising such an outcry in 
this city about tho inestimable value of the 
civic franchise and the foarful wiokedness of 
thoie who would permit civic eleotors to 
forego the exeroise of it in the caso of 
aldermen for a short time, would do well to 
ponder the result of the election held in 
Vanoouver on Thursday. Although tho 
News-Advertiser warned tho eleotors of tho 
interpretation that would be sure to be put 
upon any considerable abstention from vot- 
ing a good many leas than a fourth of thoso 
who were entitled to vote went to tho polls. 

Our Vancouver contemporary on tho morn- 
ing of thu oleotion said: "In view of tho 
faot that a deliberate attempt is being mado 
to deprive a large proportion of thoso who 
enjoy It of the civio franchise, it is to be 
hoped that the municipal eleotors will go to 
the poll in large numberB to-day as a pro- 
test againat the retrograde step proposed by 
the Attornoy Goneral. While this oiroum- 
stance makes it especially desirable that a 
large voto should bo polled to-day, the pos- 
session of the franchise, tho electors should 
remember, imposes upon them a responsi- 
bility and a duty while it confers a 
privilege," 

Being thus solemnly adjured by the Noffi* 
Advertiser to go to the polls in large num- 
bers, the eleotors of Vancouver wore so little 
inclined practically to protest against 
theGovernmentof Cities BUI and to exeroise 
what they have boen told is a privilego of 
Incalculable value, they were so insen- 
sible to the impending danger and placod so 
light a value on the privilege of electing a 
Mayor and Aldermen that but a small frac- 
tion of them thought it worth while to oast 
their ballots. So little interest was takon in 
the oleotion that a showor of rain, or it may 
bo some mero trifle, prevented hundreds 
from exorcising tho privllogo of voting for 
the men who aro to shape tho destiny of the 
city for tho next twolvo months. What 
do tho Victoria agitators think of tho prac- 
tical common^ of their nolghbora in Vancou- 
ver on tho fuss thoy are making 1 
If the privilego of votiDg for Aldermen 
iB anything liko so vuluablo as somo of the 
" rosolutora " of Wodnosday evening'; 
meeting would havo us boliovo the Van- 
couver olootora would go in orowds to the 
pollB, and caro would bo taken by tho load- 
ing men to drum up every voto that would 
bo found in or noar tho city. 

Tho truth is that not only in Viotoria and 
Vancouver, but in very many cities on this 
oontlnent, intelligent people havo begun to 
despair of having thoir city affairs docontly 
managed undor tho prosontaystom. Evory 
where aro there mismanagement and waste, 
and almost everywhere is thoro corruption, 
Mon got olectod to city councils, not for 
what they can do, but what thoy oan make 
We aro very far from saying that 
this is universally tho caBO. Thoro 
aro, wo havo no doubt, aomo good mon 
In evory city council, but tho proportion of 
boodlorB and obstructors is bo groat that 
tho honoBt men and the intelligent mon Gnd 
that thoy oan do but little good. Thoy get 
discouraged and tho citizens boaomo dis- 
gusted, and aro looking about thorn for 
somo hotter way of managing tho affairs of 
citloa than by mon eloatod ne tho Vancouver 
Mayor and Aldermen wore on Thuraday, by 
a minority of thoso qualified to voto. Tbia 
is a bad state of things, bub how Is it to bo 
remedied 1 Is it not timo that tho manage- 



TORONTO BOODLINO. 

Tho full text of Judge MoDougall's reporb 
of his investigation into oivic corruption in 
Toronto, is published in tho newspapers of 
that oity of tho 4 th inst. It is clear, calm 
and dlspassionato. Tho atory whioh tho 
Judgo tella ia most damaging. Ho showa 
that many of tho servants of tho oitizons of 
Toronto wore Bteeped in corruption. These 
men were ready to botray thoir trust to any- 
one, at any timo for a prico. In their chairs 
in the Council Chamber they appeared 
honest and faithful representatives 
of tho citi:'.>ns, most zealoua to 
promote their intorests and to ad- 
minister tho public monoy .carefully 
and to tho best advantage. In the saloona 
and in tho private offices of contraotora thoy 
were greedy and impudent blackmailers, 
ready tOEqueezi oontraotors who would not 
grease thoir palms and to sell their votes to 
tbe highest bidder. Before they were found 
out, if any oitizen was bold enough to tax 
one of these men with being corrupt and un- 
faithful, the denial of thoso he accused 
would bo virtuously indignant. They would 
put on an air of Injured innocence and 
would moat likely abuse him roundly 
for being suspioioua of men who were saori 
fioing their time and their money for the 
benefit of their fellow oitizens. And there 
would, no doubt, bo many ready to take 
their part and rebuke tho man who dis- 
trusted them for being unjustly and un- 
gratefully auspicious. Bub Judgo Mo- 
Dougall unmasks the hypocrites. They 
tried vory hard to throw him off his guard 
and to evade his enquiry, but ho oould not 
be gulled. Professions of honesty and 
fidelity had no weight with him, and 
he paid little attention to denials 
unless thoy were corroborated by credible 
testimony. He was mostastuto in interpre 
ting evidence, and when once ho had a olue 
to an aot of corruption he followed it up un- 
til the guilt of tho aooused was mado as dear 
as day. 

The caso of Otto O. E. Guolioh, of Detroit, 
who had tonderod for paving, showB how the 
boodle aldermen did their bad business. 
Guelich had, &b he believed, Beoured the 
contraot. His was the lowest tender and it 
had been acoepted by the Council, and he 
had put in his security for the performance 
of tho work to tho satisfaction of tho City 
Treasurer. The surprise of the contractor 
may be imagined whon, whilo eponding an 
Idle hour in the Headquarters aaloon, ho was 
approached by ono of tho innocent-looking 
aldermon and told that unless he paid him 
and several other aldermen tbonicelittlosum 
of §15,000, tho resolution doclaring his to 
be the lowest tender and granting him the 
work would be rescinded at tho next moot- 
ing of tho Counoil. Guelich consulted his 
friend, John Shields, who happened to be 
in tho saloon at the time, and after some 
deliberation ho rofuned to be victimized 
The names of tho aldermen who approached 
the unfortunate contractor are Edward 
Howitt und J. E. Vorral. The upshot of 
tho matter was that the disappointed alder 
mon wont back on the contractor who re- 
fueod to bo bled, and the City Council ro 
vorsod Its aation as far as Guolich was con 
corned, and gavo 75 per cent of tho 
work to higher tondorers, offering Gue 
lioh 25 por cent, of it, which ho rofusod 
By this aot of troaohery and bad taith 
tho city loBt aomo $15,000. " I havo caro 
fully consldorod tho toatimony givon upon 
thu inattor," says tho Judgo, " tho de- 
moanor of the witnesses and tho Burround- 
ing circumstances, and I havo no hesitation 
in accepting tho statement made by Guelich 
and Tully, and I find that on the 17th of 
July Guolioh was corruptly approachod by 
Aid. Howitt and Aid. J. E. Vorral, and it 
was plainly stated by Vorral and Bubatan 
tially confirmed by Howitt that unless $15, 
000 was forthcoming tho oontracts would be 
takon from him (Guolioh)." 

Other instanooi of corruption aro given in 
dotail by the Judgo, in whioh a olover 
and unscrupulous lobbyist named Cole 
man figured largoly. Coleman was 
practical and succooded in buying 
tho votes of Bevoral aldermon to advance 
tho projoots in whioh his prinoipals wcro 
intorestod. Ho lont this uldormau u few 
hundred dollars and promised unothor an 
order for supplies. Ono alderman, a Mr, 
Maloney, deolarod that he saw no harm in 
selling supplies of material to contraotora 
Be said ho was confirmed in his conviction 
of the innooonco of such transactions by tho 
late City Solicitor. Judgo MaDougall takes 
a vory different view of tho practioo, and ia 
oareful to place his opinion of it on record.

Patchwork History of the Victim's 
Strange Career From His 
Own Statements. 



The provincial police have aa yet received 
no official intimation of tho mysterious kill- 
ing of William McGarrio at Shooahartio on 
New Year'a day, word of which was brought 
down by Captain Langley, of the Thistle, 
on Wednesday. The cbbo ia a strange one, 
all the circumstances as they aro at present 
known pointing to a deliberate and coward- 
ly murder. Tho looation of tho bullet 
wounds— in tho back of tho head— would in- 
dicate that the unfortunate man waa shot, 
not in a " fair fight ", but from bohind — by 
whom, the future must diecloso. 

McGarrie waB one of tho beat known char- 
acters of the North, and was a frtquont and 
welcome gueat of all the Indian tribea of 
Vnnoouver It land, from Quoon Charlotte's 
to Boechy Bay. Few havo had moro ad- 
vonturoua careers or occupied a wider stage 
of aotion, 

From a friend who know him well lb Is 
learned that ho waa born in Eaat Saginaw, 
Mich, about 05 years ago, hia fathor being 
an Irish locomotive driver ou tho Grand 
Trunk railway. His boyhood waB spent in 
London, Ont. , and at Woodstock, then little 
moro thau a villago, ho made hiB first up- 
pearanco as a ridor of raoe horses, his 
fame as a jockey almost half a oontury ago, 
being Beoond to that of no ono in America. 

Following tho raoea McGarrio soon de- 
veloped into an all round Bport, and when 
ho reached California in the early fifties he 
waa a full dodged card " sharp " aa well aa 
an expert race oporator. 

Then New Mexioo waB his homo while he 
made frequent excursions into Arizona as a 
professional Btago robbor. ThcBO termin- 
ated in a lynching party being formed at 
whioh McGarrio wub expooted to be the 
especially diatinguiahod gueat, according to 
his own statements to friends in later years. 
Ho and his gung of kindren spiritB gave 
battle to thoir pursuers and McGarrie him- 
self ehot dead tho foremost of the citizen 
party— a judgo of Albuquerque, 

After tnis exoitlng experience MoGarrie 
roturnod to San FranciBco and for a time 
dealt faro for a noted Bporb thero — ono Col. 
Rosa — by whom ho waB subarquontly eentto 
Britiah Columbia to "work" tho steamers 
plying on the Frasor river, whioh for a time 
was considered a very good " graft." 

About five or six yeara ago hia operationa 
with the pasteboards brought him to the 
Nanaimo jail, from which after a brief im- 
prisonment he eaoaped, not to be recaptur- 
od. He went firab to Washington territory 
and lived for a time among the Coast In- 
dians thore, profiting conaiderably by the 
frequent wrecka aloDg thoir shorea. Then 
ho removed to tho north, where during the 
paat few years ho haa been known aa 
a daring smuggler— tho ex-kiny of Port 
Townsond'a " WhiBkey Flat,'— a guide, 
hunter, traapor and storekeeper, the head 
man of tho Nawhitte Indiana, and tho pro- 
prietor of a fine ranch on Hope island. Hia 
wife Polly ia a full-blooded Fort Rupert 
Indian, a woman of great kindnesB and 
oharity, aa all who havo visited the bouao 
over which Bho presides will teatify. 

Tho only theory formed by McGlait is** 
friends hero in connection with his death is 
that ho became involvid in a quarrel with 
somo of the whiskey traders who frequently 
visited his Btore, and was shot by them in 
revenge. The Indians were hiB sworn 
friends, and it ia not thought probable that 
they would do him injury.

The Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 
Prayers by Rev. G. Clemont King.

HAKU8P ifc SLOCAN RAILWAY. 

Mr. SkmlW movod tho adjournment of 
the houao tor tho purpose of oallinK atten- 
tion to the position of affairs with reepeot 
to the ISakusp is Slooan railway. The 
answer made by the leader of the govern- 
ment yesterday showing that the final pay- 
ment on account of the guaranteo bonds is 
about to bo made to the company, and also 
that thero aro certain claims against the 
company which oannot ba enforoed by a 
lion on tho road, h's thought that the house 
should Instruct the government to Bee that 
the employes are paid before the rest of the 
money is handed over to the company. 

A long discussion took place as to whether 
or not suoh a motion was In order under 
the circumstances. 

Hox. Mr. Davik said that, without 
reference to the regularity of tho prooeduroi 
ho would endoavor to relieve tho painful 
concern of tho loador of tho opposition. Ho 
could tell him that tho government has at 
least an equal concern, not only for the om- 
ployes roferred to, but as well for all other 
creditors. Long before the question was 
asked or suggoatod in ihls house, tho gov 
ernmont had takon steps to ascortain all 
possible particulars with respect to tin 
muter. When, therefore, ho stated yester- 
day that thero was no danger of the men 
losing thoir money, he said what ho had as 
Burance was the facn. Tho work upon the 
road has only recently been finished, and 
the company r<c|uiro to get thoir final 
certificate for tho very purposo 
of being enabled to pay their 
liabilities. As tho houso knows the bonda 
have been oold, and the money has been 
paid over to tho bank from timo to time to 
make good the overdrafts which the com 
pany had there. There aro he believed 
Borne accounts due to workingmen, but not 
so much as is duo to other persons. He was 
not prepared to say, however, that the com 
pany h*vo made default in thoir payments 
the position bjiug simply that they could 
not pay yet because tho government has not 
felt justified in m king tne final payment, 
pending tho taking over of tho road by tho 
C P.R , which occurred only a few days 
ago. Tho government may bo trusted to 
take abundant security that the claims 
against tho company will be paid. Tho 
hon. gentleman's solicitude, while no doubt 
very pralieworthy, waa not cillod for, and 
his suspicions against tho government will 
provo to have been nob well founded. He 
might fittingly recall now the assertions 
of the hon. gentleman opposito last session 
that this road would not cost for construc- 
tion anything like the §17,500 guaranteed 
by the government ; they declared it oould 
be built for §12,500, and one even went so 
low as $7,500, asserting that there would be 
a big loo of boodle and much else to that 
effect. The fact, however, is, that it has 
cost not only all of §17,500 por milo but 
considerably more. But the road has boon 
builb, and, as stated before, the government 
has taken precautions to Bee that all claims 
have been paid. 

Mr Semlin, in view of the explanation 
just made, withdrew his motion. 

THE TCBERCDI.IN TEST. 

Dr. Walkem moved : " That an order 
of this house be granted for a return show- 
ing the number of oattlo extmined and 
those tested for tuberculosis by the tuber- 
culin test, with a full report of tho mode of 
procedure as followed by the Inspeotor, both 
b.foro and after the injection of the tuber- 
culin lymph, with a tabulated form showing 
the date of injection, kind and dose of 
tuberculin used ; maximum and minimum 
temperature, both before and after injec- 
tion ; numbor of hours after injection when 
the temperature first exceeded the maxi- 
mum of tho previous day ; tho number of 
hours after the injection during which the 
temperature was higher than the maximum 
of tho previous day ; the amplltudo of tho 
reaction ; date when killed and examined 
post-mortem, and the absence or presouce of 
tuborcolosiB ( + present, - absent) Also a 
return showing tho condition of Mr. Mo 
Rie's cattle with regard to tho appearaocB 
and condition of the animals without the 
test, and the opinion of tho Inspector as to 
their fitness for food, and his reasons for or 
against." 

Hon. Mr Turner said the return will 
bo forthcoming shortly. Ho did not think, 
howovor, that there is any necessity for 
part of thu motion, as Mr. McRae's cattle 
which we -i in quarantine have all boon 
slaughtered Out of 46 or -17, all but two 
wore found to have been very badly in- 
fected, it being evident to ovoryono who 
flaw tho carcases that tho animals ought to 
have been killed. The two were not uotlco- 
ably diseased, but if it had boen thought 
worth while to apply tho mi"coscopio test 
the result might have boon different. 

Ms HELMOKKN asked If thero wao any- 
nno present on bohalf of tho government at 
the slaughter. 

Hon. Mr. Turner replied In tho affirma- 
tive. 

Mb. Helmcken oskod : — " 1 Whothor 
tuberculin is an infalliblo tout of tho preB- 
enco of tuberculoids InanimalB ? 2. Whether 
tuberculin may not cauoo tho same action as 
In cattle not affected by tuboroulosis '! 3 
Whether tho injection of tuberculin may 
not cause tuberculosis in cattle not pre- 
viously affected ? 4. By what authority is 
it proposed to order tho destruction of ani- 
mals in quarantine ? 5. Who pays tho cost 
of tho various mon in ohargo of unlmals in 
quirantino? G Who pays for the food of 
animals while in quarantine ? 7. Will tho 
whole cost of maintaining animals in quaran- 
tine (including tho cost rf koeping man in 
charge and food of animale) bo ultimately 
borno by tho owner of such animale ? 8 Is 
it tho intention of tho government to appoint 
a representative, other than tho inspector, 
to bo proBont at tho slaughter of any ani- 
mal whilo in quarantino ?" 

Hon Mr Turner Baid ho was not pro- 
pared to answer these qncatlons to-day, bo- 
ing still occupied in studying tho mattor, as 
he will first havo to oonvinco himself. As 
ho romarkod tho other day, ho thought that 
at loast somo of tho questions aro not In or- 
der, bb they ask for a statomont of govern- 
ment policy whioh in the publlo interest can 
not now bo mado, and ho quoted from May 
in support of this contontlon. Ho did not 
wish to avoid theBO particular questions, 
but did nob want to havo thorn takon aa a 
precedent. Ho spoko in tho Interest of 
future mlnlBtors of agrloulturo, who if they 
are to answor questions suoh as these ought 
to study up and obtain certificates boforo 
appointment. In his own case, howevor, 
baing woll up in years this Is not an easy 
mattor. 

The Speaker said, with rcapoot to his 
ruling of tho othor day. that all theso ques- 
tions wore in ordor, having ainoo hoard the 
mattor diaouasod ho was of opinion that tho

A Claim Is Entered for the Ettite of 
a "Steamer Pacific " 
Victim.

When tho ill-fated steamer Paolfio Bailed 
out of Victoria harbor on the morning of 
Novombsr 4, 1875, th/re were among the 
pasaengera Otia Paraona, hia wife Jennie 
and their infant boy Jamie. That same 
night the Paolfio waa sunk in oollialon with 
the Orpheua off Cape Flattery, and all on 
board, with the exception of a passenger 
named Jelly and quartermaster Neil 0. Hen- 
loy, were lost. The memory of this calam- 
ity, one of the moat terrible disasters in tho 
shipping annals of the Pacific Coast, la re- 
vived by a strange story that now oomes 
from San Franoiaco. 

Mra. Parsons, who waa one of the Maude- 
ville BiaterB, great favoritea with the play- 
going publio of Victoria and San Francisoo 
thirty years ago, had a deposit of several 
thousand dollara in the Hibernla bank of 
San Francisoo. Some eighteon months ago 
the bank turned the amount, §1,700, over 
to the public administrator, and now a Mra. 
Minnie AdamB Brooke ia through her attor- 
ney laying olalm to tho money on tho ground 
that eho is the daughter of Mra. Parsons by 
a former marriage. 

Mrs. Brooke asserts that at the time of 
tho wreck in 1875 she was tho wife of a 
man namtd Bowdiab, and that she arrived in 
San Francisco to meet her mothor only a 
day or two previous to the disaster. Hear- 
ing that Jennio Parsona had money in tho 
bank, she at that timo put an advertisement 
in the newepapors appealing to the publio 
for information, and some weeks later ahe re- 
ceived from an unknown hand a bottle en- 
closing a letter aaid to have been found 
floating in tho aea a few weeks after the 
wreok of the Pacific. Thia letter reads : 

To whoever finds thia bottloJettor, pl»usn for- 
ward to Minnlo AdamB Bowdleh, San Fran- 
cisco, lal.; 0:30 D.m . on ooard tho Pacitlo. 

My Precious Child :— Wo aro In awful 
peril, with liwlo hope unless some vossol oomos 
to our rein f soon. Tho terrible darknoss that 
haa sottled ovor us since 4 o'clock incroascs tho 
feaia of tho already pucic strlckon passengers 
men and women wringing their hands and 
praying, i do not foar doath for myself but 
for poor little Jamio and for you, my darling. I 
daro not thins what it will moan to you, this 
sudden ending in prospect, My training koopa 
mo calm in tins torriblo tumult. I know there 
ia ono chanco that some of tho hardy onoa may 
be picked up in tho event of our going down 
and I shall Improve that chanco to Bond this 
the laat. of six letters which I have writton and 
given to as many robust men who can awim. 
Thoy aro friends of ours from Victoria, and will 
mall the letters If they live— thia ono I will put 
in a bottle and drop In caro of the sea, Uod 
grant some of them may find you, and be at 
least the moans of bringing you and yours 
financial comfort. Too boat was found to havo 
Bprung a leak an hour ago, and tho Captain 
ordered tho cargo and uaggage thrown over, 
as tho boat bogan to sink, and dietross sig- 
nals have been up for hours In tho forlorn 
liopa tho r . seme boat may see and rosouo us I 
regret now that I did not write you moro 
about my financial affairs, but thore woro so 
many other things to writo about, and 
who would dream of life's ourtain being " rung 
down like this f" Still, when I wrote you that 
last lotter from Victoria, I had a presentiment 
of Bomo trouble, but I tried to throw it off be- 
cause I know ray nerves had boon so over 
wrought as to bring on nervousproet-ation and 
I was not strong. I havo given letters to 
Thomas Beverly, J. Fell, 3. S Web-tor, J. 
Fitzgerald and \V, Weils. In those lettors I 
gavo a list of my property and will now givo 
tho same horu. I have banked— tboro U such 
confusion I can scaredy think— and now— my 
God— what do I hoar? The captain orders all 
Into tho ladies' cabin as the water is pouring in 
again at the other end of tho boat. How my 
heart yearna ovor you, my dkak child— my 
first born, in thiB extremity. Old I ask for 
too much happines3 that tho longing of years 
munt bo swallowed up by the angry waves? 
No list can bo made now ? Tho lluhts are going 
out— the worst laat hand. ThiB I can i-ay : I 
had my money and rool estate boforo I married 
Otis Parions, and he signed an agreement th t 
ho wr.uld novor tako ony of it. The boat rolls 
so. I can't writo much more. I hereby writo 
my last will and testarnont, giving you, Minnlo 
Adams Bowdieh, ovorything belonging to mo. 
This ia dono with doath In sight and with Otis 
Parsons' consent. 

Don't linger in San Francisco logger than 
you must. 
There is intcroBt on dopOBlts 
God bless and keop my child. 
This is from touch only. Your loTlng mothor, 
Jennie Parhonb. 

Thia letter Mrs. Brooke claima ahe mis- 
laid for mai-y yearB, and it waa discovered 
finally by her daughter among some papers 
a short timo ago. It is the document that 
is now beinc offerod for pre b kte aa the holo- 
graph will of Jennie Paraona. 

Jennie Paraona was very well known in 
Viotoria as Jennie Mandeville, ono of three 
Biatera. One of -theso sistera was drowned 
with hor in the ainking of the Pacific The 
other was a Mrs. Statoe, whose son, Wm. G. 
States, of New York, and Beatrice M. 
Statea are alao olalming the eatate ; ao are 
E C. Piraons, Taloott Paraona and Mary F. 
Whelan, children of Mr. ParBonB by a 
former wife. 

Mr. and Mrs. BurneB of this city knew 
Jennie Parsons intimately, as ahe used to 
live with them at tho old American hotel 
whiah Mr. Burnea kept in the early daya of 
Viotoria. Mrs. Burnea remembera that Jennio 
Mandeville was the widow of a Mr. Porter 
when she married Cipt. ParaonB, but never 
heard of Mrs. Minnie Adama Brooke, nor of 
Jennie Mandeville marrying a man named 
Adams whoso daughter Mrs. Brooke oluima 
to be. 'J hi ao-callcd will, people who re- 
member the story of tho Paoitio wreck, look 
upon as a humbug. For instance, tho timo 
in tho letter is placed at 6:30 p in. whi n 
tho factB of tho disaster ahow 
that it wan between 9 and 10 
o'clock ac night that tho collision took 
plaos. Ono of tho passongtra waa Chief of 
Pollco Sullivan, whose body was piokod up 
some daya after tho disaster off Beacon Hill, 
In his pockot waa found a diary with tho 
entry 0:30 p.m., Nov. 4, 1875, " Minors all 
drunk and women seasick," the very time 
when Mra. Paraona is said in tho lotter to 
bo writing amid tho horrors of shipwreck 
Again the vossol sank in about fifteen 
minutes aftor tho collision, and to suppose 
that bIx long letters could bo written in that 
timo is too absurd to believe. Tho story of 
tho two Burvivors. Jelly und Henley, were 
to tho tiTeot that tho passengers hud no 
timo to even dress, and indeed Jennie 
Parson's body was seen aftor the wrrck 
floating in tho .wator with only a cloak 
thrown over hor night dress. Tho ovidonoo 
at the inquest held in Viotoria upon some of 
the victims of tho wreck disposes of tho 
Btatement in the ao-callod will that for 
houra and hours the ship was sinking.

PROVINCIAL LOAN. 

Hon. Mr. Davie resumed Ms address on 
the motion for the Becond reading of the 
loin bill. Ho found in looking over Che re- 
port of the Fininco Minister's speeches on 
the budget and the loan bill that there is 
bub little ground which hap not been covered 
by his oolieugun ilie Finance Minister in hie 
epeechcB on this subject and the budget. 
Thero haB been but ln.de brought up by the 
opposition in their addreaaeB on thin bill 
which has not already been replied to by 
the Finance Mlnistor. Io seems to bo the 
favorite method of the hon. gentlemen 
opposite to ignore altogether the replies made 
to their attacks in the shape of statistics and 
other information laid before them by mem- 
born of the government and by other 
speakers on tbis side, bub instead they sim- 
ply go on reiterating what they have said 
before, aftor it has been fully answered. 
This method ia characteristic ot unfair con 
trovoralaliBts everywhere ; and if they make 
no answor it 1b doubtloas because they bavo 
none to serve their purpose. While for the 
roason Btated it would not bo necessary for 
him to take up much of the material which 
ho had at hand, be would go into some of 
the matters already dealt with, and while 
porhips only producing proof of his con- 
tentions in other language to tho samo 
effect as that already used, ho thought 
this might yot aerve some good pur- 
pose. One hon. gentleman told tho houso 
that thero has been an lncroaso of ubout .'iOO 
per cont. in the oost of civil government, 
and another said that only about three per 
cont. of tho ruvenue within tho province hai 
boon expended on public worka. Anutlie 
stated that nearly all of tho loana has gone 
in paying noedlesa officials. Now, ainco 
1SS7 tho total rocotpra from tho procooda of 
loana haa been $l,(iOO,000 or §1,700,000 
(oxo'usivo of the parliament buildings loan, 
raised for thatapecifc'o purpose) Besides lliia 
thuro has been iho apodal dopos t of $10'2, 
f)00 in connection with tho Shuawup & 
Okanagan railway, making altogether, at 
to 1894— tho petiod ho would ohooso for his 
statements of both receipts and expenditures 
— ubout 81, 800,000 received in tho way of 
tho loana and the deposit mentioi od, and 
not taking into account tbe Nakuap k 
Slocan railway. The loader if tho opposi- 
tion says that it the finances of the province 
wore controlled by wiao and frugal men 
thoro would bo no occasion to borrow. Tno 
samo might as well bo eaid in all parts of 
tho world. What has been the occasion, 
for inttjnee, for Oatario to borrow, through 
its Eumerou.8 county municipalities, up. 
wards of S50, 000,000 — though it is claimed 
that a surplus of §5,000,000 exiata in the 
provincial treasury, but largely txiste on 
paper only. He would like to know what 
occasioned the loana there, and in other 
colonies — what reasons exiated thorn that 
will not apply with equal force to Britiah 
Columbia. He would show how wide'y 
astray ia the statement that from our loana 
nothing haa been spent upon roada and 
other public worka. Too figures bearing 
upon this ho had given roughly OQ Wod- 
ilesu'..7. fcut ho oould B iva tbe exitf 
amounts E2^< He found that in 
the aovon years menuPP?<i Intro h*« - 
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/*°'iie ; on roada, streets and bridgea $1,- 
704,580, surveys, §222.572 ; and miscellane- 
nus, inolud^ cne bonaa to a railway Into 
New Westminster, §722,639 ; besides whioh 
there has been expended on eduoation §1,- 
078,704, making a total for the purposes 
above stated of §4,Gf)6,500 To thia there 
has still to be added §238,075 for hospitals 
and oharit es, and $78,412 for the as/lum 
for the Insane, making an aggregUe 
so far of $4,973,588. Besidis thia 
there has been §65,214 granted in 
railway subsidies, and §283,188 haa beertbp 
plied towards Binking funds for the pay- 
ment of the loans. Altogether, then, thero 
has been a grand total if expenditure] in 
public works, works of utility throughout 
the province, hospitals and charities, for 
education, and for sinking funds, between 
1886 87 and 1893 94, of no less than $5,321,- 
990, while aa Btated bi fore the whole amount 
received in tho way of loanB waa about 
§1 800,000. Tho share of that claaa of ox- 
pondiruro contributed by the province wap, 
therefore, §3,558,990, over and above the 
loana. How does that tally, he would ask, 
with tho statement of the hon. gentlenv n 
opposite that but 3 per cent, was spent f jr 
public woi ki? 

Mr. Cotton— W ho aaid that '! 

Hon. Mr. Davie—" I am not aure who 
it wan, but the Finance Minister took it up 
and showed ita absurdity. " Ho continued 
that the houBo has been told that th« cost of 
government has jumped up about 300 per 
cont , and ha would like to eximine into 
thia too. The Finance Minister showed the 
other day that twenty yours ago tho coat of 
civil government amounted to 00 por cent 
of tho n vnue raised in the province, where 
ftE in 1891 lie coat was but little over half 
that peioentage. Then thero have been 
comparifcorjB made of tho expenso of govern 
ment in proportion to the revenue, and fol 
lowing out this idoa ho bad some Inetruc ive 
tigurea to present. In the city of Victoria, 
for instance, in 1894 tho revenue waa 8342,- 
935 and the salaries amounted to §72,148 
including those in connection with the ad- 
ministration of justice, tho amount stated 
boing over 20| per cent, of the ri venue. In 
this "orovinco in 1893 tho revenue was 
§1,019.200, while the salaries, including ad- 
ministration of justice throughout tho pro- 
vince, were $249,000, or 224. por cont. But 
deducting from the city §21 987 for tho ad- 
ministration of justice, and trom tho pro 
vinco §130,053 for a iko purpose, tho per 
contago of the revenue paid in salaries ia 
found to be 14J for Vtctor'a city and leea 
than 12.} for tho province. Horo wc 
havo tho province, with ita widely 
foittered population, administering its 
ofTiirn at a leBa oxpenjo for salaries than 
ia found neceBSary in a compaot city like 
Victoria, where ovoryono la within a Btone'a 
throw of his neighbor. Then hon. gentlemen 
opposite have been comparing British Col- 
umbia with tho province of Ontario, and 
havo been tolling how muoh hotter tho lat- 
ter has been governed than haa this place — 
whioh may or may not bo tho fact. They 
havo omitted to tell, howtver, that when 
Ontario entered tho Canadian confederation 
it had a debt of about §2,810,000, which 
was assumed by tho Dominion j and that 
when tho Mowat government camo into 
power thero waa a oonaidorablo oaeh 
surplus on hand, as shown by the 
statement of useeta and liabilities to 
Dacombor 31, 1873. From thia it ia found 
that when tho Mowat govorument euccoedtd 
that of Sandfield Macdonald thero waa on 
hand §4,072,478 practically in hard oaah — . 
in moneys invested, special deposits, and 
bank and open accounts. Since then this 
haa beon used up in publio works and 
buildings, and to-day the boaatod aurpluasoa 
mainly consist of mero book-keeping entries. 
Moreover tho provinco of Oatario haa for 
years drawn upon her capital aocount by 
tho Bale of timber lands. But tho point of 
prinoipal significance in comparing tho 
poaitions of tho two provinces 1b 
that In Ontario the responsibility 
of government is largely taken out of the 
handa of the province by tho municipalities, 
whioh thoro tako over moat of the functiona 



here assumed by the provlo/oial government. 
In Ontario in 1893 the coat of municipal 
governments was $2,350,000 ; they contri- 
buted in public. works §6,000 000 ; adminis- 
tration of justice, §995,000 ; education, 
§4,215,000 ; and for miscellaneous county 
purposeH, §1,GOO,000. The expenso borne 
by the province of Ontario is inBlgnifioant 
compared with that of the municipalities 
Eduoation, for instance, only coat §600,000 
to the province, and tho expense of the ad- 
ministration of justice ia very amall indeed 
compared with that borne by tho countieB. 
Tho county municipalities in Ontario have 
a debt of about §50,000,000, which fcattered 
over a population of about 2,000,000 gives 
an average of about §25 por head. The hon. 
gentlemen opposite say that the debt in 
this provinae U $100 per head, but as has 
been shown by the Minister of Finance the 
not debt does nob excaod S21 per head. 
This might well bu oompared with the 
debt of other, oountrios In New Zjaland, 
for example, thodobtis£59 14>. 7d. per head, 
though it ia true they own their railways 
thero. The total debt in 1893 waa £39,257,- 
840, an inoroaae of £544,000 in ono year. 
Their railways coat £15,583,000, leaviog 
£23 674 836 aa tho total of tho debtin'uurrod 
for general purpouos, by a population if less 
than 700,000 — or on the 31at December, 
1S92, 000,433. exclusive of Maoris, who 
number 41,993. Therefore, In compiraon 
with On.ario und with NtW Zealand, Brit- 
ish Columbia occupiea a place beyond at- 
tack. Hero tho expenao of general govern- 
ment ia no larger — not bo largo in faot — aa 
in Ontario, wliero tho government ia 
ocntrid at Toronto. The total ex- 
penditure f> r civil government salaries io 
1! itiah Columbia haa been, including ad. 
mini-rratinn rif justice, in 1889, §152,803 17; 
in 1890 §100 437 51; in 1891 , §181,805 34 ; 
io 1892, §218,001 58. making a total ol 
S7 1 3,047. 60 out of an income of §3.555,- 
483 94 in ilnee four yearo, or a 'ratio of ex- 
penditure to income of 14 13 por cent. 
Compare thia with tho ooat of any commer- 
cial or financial huBinoBs — with insurtnoo, 
lor ir.stuce Tt e inauranco superintend- 
ent's report for 1891 showed tho Canadian 
inauranco companioH' percentage of expense 
to revet ue ia 819 50, and tho rate of 
general expense per cent. of pre- 
mium i co i e for fire companies in 
(Canada for 1891 averages 33 por cont. 
The debt of §21 per head in this provinco, 
or oven if I', woro §100 per head, n8 c'aim- 
ed by the opposition, ia nothing oompared 
with £59 14- 7d. in New Zealand, £45 la. in 
N«w South Wules, £37 lis. 2d. in Victoria. 
£05 17 lOd. in South Australia, and £71 
lfti. 9 1.— or about §350 — per head in 
Queensland. 

Mr Cotton— That ia tho c:>lonial debt. 

Hon. Mr Davik said this waa bo, but 
adding the proDortion if doht of the Do- 
minion to the §21 of tho Province, British 
Columbia is stilt very far behind these other 
countrieo in point of indobtedneBs. Spiroely 
uuttled as thia province ia, with Its 
tremendous distances, tho expense of public 
works, and worka of development and open- 
ing up means of communication, is very 
Iargu, and the oost of government, spattered 
to every corner, far larger th*n In compact 
and well settled countries. Hon. gen- 
tlemen poraistontiy ignore (lie fact 
Milt the debt here has been 
compiled wholi;* * or publioworks and worka 
of utility, tho provinco during tho last 
eight yoara contributing towards those ob- 
j <cu two or throo timea tbe amount bor- 
rowed, and tho authentic figures in this ro- 
spect ehow how untruthful have been the 
ooutontiona of aoma of the hon. gentlemen 
opposite. The hon. mombera from Van- 
couver do not till of the debt of upwards of 
§2,000,000 oontraoted by their own city in a 
few yearp, nor of that ot Viotoria, also up 
wards of §2.000.000, the indebtedness of 
these two cities thus being far more 
than that of the province. Britiah 
Columbia ia in a Bound financial position ; 
the blue ruin and bankruptcy contentions of 
the opposition in face of tho facta alarm no 
one. Prior to 1891 — when the present 
Finance Minister floated his first inscribed 
stock loan — no ono in tho country over 
dreamed that the country could in a few 
years— under that system — borrow within a 
point or two aa cheaply ai the most favored 
-colony in the world. Yot such is the faot 
to-day. Tho member for East Lillooot (Mr. 
Prentice) haB vontured tho prodiotion that 
tho Finance Minister will find it hard 
indeed to get the price at which 
the securities of the province are 
now quoted— 9S or 99 — for the now loan. 
No ono ovor thought for a moment (who 
knew anything obout tho aubjoct) that wo 
can realizo tho quotation price ; no coun- 
try in tho world oould. Tho Dominion gov- 
ernment the other day tloated a loan when 
its 3 por cents woro at 101J, and under- 
wrote ita atook at 95. Tho Provincial se- 
curities generally range 1 \ under thoae of 
tho Dominion. 

Mr. Wn.UAMS— Thoy have been falling 
lately. 

Hon. Mb. Davik— No doubt ; it always 
does fall just after payment of tho half 
yeur's dividends and goes up aa the tinio for 
paying dividends approache8. 

Mr Williams— It Bhould go up after tho 
dividend is paid. (Great lauuhter ) 

Hon Mr Davik cnntinuid that tho ro- 
mark just made Bhowa how much tho hon. 
gentleman knows about it. (Renewed 
laughtor. ) In the course of tho debato upon 
tho budget tho houso was informed that tho 
government starved tho districts which did 
not send supporters, and ho road tho follow- 
ing passage from an organ of tho opposition 
to illustruto tho position thoy tako : 

" Any referenco to tho favoritism Bhown 
by tho Davie governmont to districts whioh 
roturn supporters ia rocoived by tho gentlo- 
nion on the government side of tho house 
with a chuckle of delight and amuscmont. 
One might rathi r expect right-thinking inon 
to look grave over tho i xpouure of corrup ion 
and crookedneaB. " 

Mb. Cotton — Whoro ia that from.2 

Hon. Mb Davik — Tho News- Advertiser, 
isn't it ? No'; .Veil, opposition organs do 
not always agree in their complaints, It 
must bo from tho Times. 
• Mr Cotton— I don'c agree with it. 

Hon. Mb. Davik aaid that though the 
opposition had up to tho 7th of July 
preached a dootrlno similar to that con- 
tained in' tho paragraph ho had just road, 
when after that dato they wanted to induce 
soino constituencies to vote for them they 
changed their tunc Ho had hoard Mr. 
Sword at ono meeting Bolomnly aseuro his 
hearers that tho diatriota returning 
opposition mombera fared boat at 
tho hands of tho governmont, and 
tho samo thing waa aaid In Woab Kootonay. 
But tho Booond member for Vancouver had 
reforrod to tho " hideous dopravity " of the 
government' in Btarving tho diatriota op- 
posed to them, and ho had heard it stated 
that ho had promised Vancouver a dry dook, 
a univoraity, a tramway, a railway to 
tho moon or Bomothing elso. He 
had replied that ho never promiard 
anything, and then tho hon. gentleman re- 
ferred to a copy of a telogram publiahed in 
tho " World " and aont from Engliehman'a 
River. Thatjtolegram, howovor, contained 
no promise It said ho was favorablo to 
tho projects of a dry dook and nnivorslty. 
Tho pooplo of Vancouver, howovor, woro 
not favorable to his policy, and refused to 
holp him to carry it out. They therefore 
oould not expect that he could carry through 
a policy which they so roundly condemned, 



(Laughter.) The government was told 
that it ought not to borrow 
money — ought nob to adopt tho 
praotice tf all the countries of 
tho world, who realize tho neceaaity of bor- 
rowing from the Btore of money whioh haa 
gravitated to tho handa of a fow. InFranou 
tho government Waa 25,000,000 franco be- 
hind for ordinary expenses of government 
for the year ; Great Britain had a deficit of 
millions ii* nn«tnrln ; tho United Stat.ra went 
behind §78.000,000 last year ana §69.000,000 
this ; the Australasian ooloniea, and the 
Dominion of Canada itaelf had dtliolta and 
had to borrow. The Unitod States borroWB 
$50,000,000 and Rusaia is borrowing £20,- 
000,000— whilo with other countries it is the 
same way. 

Mr. Cotton— What for ! Railwaya ! 
Hon. Mb Davik Baid this waa preoiaely 
tho caBe, juab aa Britiah Columbia proposes 
to borrow for publio improvements. If the 
government bad followed tho policy of the 
hon. gentlemen opposite — of «omo of thoae 
not now in tho house— of starving all tho 
diatriota, thoro would have been abundance 
of money to ca.ry on affaira without borrow- 
ing. It muet be remembered that at this 
stage cf ita development thia provinco ia 
very difficult to govern without great ex- 
penae. In Ontario tho coat of the adminis- 
tration of juatico to tho provincial govern- 
mont ia 20 cents por heaa of tho population; 
horo ib ia §1 45 per head. Publio worka 
cost per head 22 conta in Ontario, 
and §5 70 in British Columbia. Yot 
Ontario ia hold up to this provinco for pur- 
poses of comparison ! Tho cost of education 
thero to tho governmont ia 33 conta per 
head ; horo it is §2 00 or more. Legislation 
thoro coatB 16 cents por hoad against 30 
cents in British Columbia. Ontario con- 
tributeB to the municipalitioa practically 
nothing, but collects from them a groat part 
of tho feoa for liquor licensee. Tho hou. 
member for KiBt Yale (Mr. Graham) 
had dwelt upon tho Shuswap & 
Okamigan railway and had told tho 
house what a bad bargain that was. It ia 
oaay to bo wiao uftor tho ovont, but aa that 
hon. gontleman resided in tho diatriot 
benefited it ia safo to Bay that no ono 
wantod tho railway worse than ho did. It 
is a pity ho kept his wisdom bottled up 
until ho camo to tho house, and as ho must 
havo had political aapiratioua at tho time tho' 
road was built, and must havo taken an 
interost in public affairB, ho should 
havo sounded a noto of warning 
in time. Whatever thoro ia to condemn in 
that utlair, howover, tho blame attaches on 
both sidea of tho houao, and as much to tho 
present leador of tho oppoaition aa to any- 
ono olao. 

Mr SeMLIN— Oh no ! 
Hon. Mb Davik— " Oh yeB ; excuse 
me ! " Ho Bhowed how tho bill wont 
through unanimously, and that it remained 
for tho government to discover, aa they did 
when they altered tho plan in the case of 
tho N*kuap & Slooan railway, tho obj:c 
tionablo feutureD of the Shuawap & Okan- 
i;(jao guarantee whioh tiJjv had remedied 
in tho Nakuap ( t Slooan* auv- Dna great 
difficulty ariien from tho dnoir^j to secure 
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Okanagan diatriot, but thore is nothing very 
remarkable in the faot quoted to tho houso 
thia Boaaion that tho C.P.R applies a pro 
rata rate on through freight which passoa 
ovor the Shuswap & Okanagan branch. In 
answer to tho hon. gentlemen who wanted 
to know why tho election in Ca;iboo wus 
brought on at the time it was, ao wished to 
say that that was purely Vooldental. If he 
had had his way it w jU :,i not have been held 
on that day, and ' ne ntt d telegr&phod the re- 
turning officer a suggestion to that effect. 
Ho B' v ub this rOBBsage from North Bend, 
Where ho waB stopped by the floods when on 
tho way to Cariboo, Tho returning. officer, 
howover, was of a different opinion, and 
proceeded with t?w oleotion, and ho was in> 
ollned to think now that tho oflicer was 
right. At all events no petition was en- 
tered, as would havo been the case If the 
oppoaition had aeon the slightest chance to 
win tho diatrlct. If a now election had 
been held it would havo been still more in 
favor of the government, for aa it waa throe 
oandidates ran on that sido for the 
two Boats. The - fact is that 
when the writ waa Issued di- 
recting the election to be hold in Cariboo 
on tho samo day as tho rest a telegram was 
sent to tho returning officer informing him 
of the fact, and ho acted on tho telegram 
whon tho writ did not arrive. Ho thought 
the hon. gentlemen oppOBito havo nothing 
to complain of In the mattor of the elections 
being delayed in aome constituencies. In 
fact if tho polling in F»st Yale had taken 
place on tho first day ho would in all prob- 
ability not havo had tho pleasure 
of tho company in tho houae of 
tho present hon. member (Mr. Graham) 
with whom it ia a ploaauro to bo associated. 
It happonod, however, that eomo of the re- 
marks ir.ado at a political mooting in Vic- 
toria wero misinterpreted in East Yale, and 
that had some effect in arousing an unjuat 
prejudlco againot tho governmont. In thiB 
connection ho might Bay that thero is no 
occasion for apprehonBion. Thero is only 
ono determination with tho governmont and 
their supporters, and that is to regard the 
intcrea'.s of tho wholo country, and it must 
nob bo Bupposed thab any policy — with 
respect to tho aesiatanco of railwaya or 
otherwlao — will bo adoptod if it oannot bo 
dofonded as in tho intoreat of tho country 
at large. Ho was aorry to hear from tho 
sonior membor for Vancouver (Mr. Wil- 
liams) that ho could not atato hia policy for 
fear that tho government would steal it, 
Ho should think that that was a pieco of 
vandalism which would bo excuaahlo and 
which tho oppoaition should court, 
For the past four yeara tho worda 
of tho oppoaition havo boon that 
they will prceoribo when thoy aro called 
in — in tho language of an eminent English 
statesman— but the public have tho right to 
expeot moro from them. In tho meantime 
ho oommondod to tho boueo tho bill now 
under consideration. It 1b a certainty that 
population oannot cotio into tho provinco 
until moaua of development aro provided in 
tho ahapo of roada and bridgoB. In Kooto- 
nay tho moat oncouraging returns e-ro boing 
made for tho oxponditurc, and ho aaked 
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what aro tho fow hundred thousands ex- 
pended »bsro in oomparieon with tho re- 
turna. Ho was told that thero would be 
SI, 500,000 in silver oroB taken out of 
Kootenay this wintor. This waa only a 
commencement and showed tho gigantic 
atridoa tho revenue waa about to make, It 
is a matter for congratulation that 
tho prospicts aro so bright — and 
that tho country ia in so Bound o 
poBition, ublo to borrow money upon the 
most favorable terms for tho development 
of her resources, and ho had every confidence 
in asking the houBo to voto tho second read- 
ing of this bill, (Applause.) 

Mr. KiTOHBN argued that tho corre- 
spondence of last yoar shows that tho gov- 
ernment ahould bo very careful indeed bow 
it gooB on the London market for another 
loan. He considered that tho inveatora aro 
very likoly to corns to think that tho bonds 
of tho province aro not an altogether safe in- 
vestment, any moro than a bank would 
think it safe to invent; in tho notea of a busi- 
ness man not carrying on hia business in a 
careful manner. He denied that he for ono 
of tho oppoaition haa ovor asked that the 
expenditure on works of dovolopment should 
bo curtailed. Respuotiug tho incident at 
tho 150 Milo house to which tho Attorney- 
General referred when ho said Mr. Prentice 
had two yoara ago declared himself a sup- 
porter of tho government, ho (Mr. Davie) 
might bettor havo " left it in abeyance," as 
that waa " the timo whon ho waa made to 
swallow an untruth," He prccooded 
to comparo the expenditures of Brit- 
iah Columbia with those of an- 
other provinco with about tho same 
population — Princo Edward Ialand, which 
for a numbor of officials (not namod) he 
found paid a good deal less than is puid for 
officiala in Bimilar poaitions here. (Laugh- 
ter.) He advocatod o reduction in tho ex- 
penditure for education, which he hold to 
be on an extravagant ecalo, but aaid he 
would not further n for to this matter at 
present aa \:C '^^tood that tho Minister 
intends to make an .tt.'t »» " h " d'«0tlPn. 
He believed that thie province Has nob yot 
seen the worst of tho hard timoa. 

Ma, McPhekson revlowod the recent 
cunpaign in VanoouY«, and amidst, (ho »p- 
plauae of the opposition quoted Scripturo to 
show a parallel for tho promises alleged to 
have been made by the Attorney-General. 

Mr. GRAHAM, recalling tho expresaion of 
the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, Baid he thought it is time for the 
government to look out for tho soft Bpob to 
run tho ship of atate ashore, as it ia now 
drif:lng helplessly with the tido. He ad- 
mitted that the government la entitled to 
pjroat oredit for tho way in which it dealt 
with tho sufferera of tho Fraaer river floods. 

Mr. Kennedy Btated his roaaona " as ono 
of tho email fry of the opposition " for 
opposing tho loan. 

Mr. Cotton characterized tbe apeooh of 
the Attorney-General aa special pleading on 
behalf of the government ; but declared he 
did not wiah to treab thia as a party ques- 
tion, recogniBing thab the governmont is in 
a holo out of which it must get through the 
passage of thia loan bill. Ho oriticisod the 
financial calculations made thia afternoon, 
which he held were at least misleading, and 
be compared the Attorney Gonoral with 
tho personage in Muobeth who would not 
play false but yet would falaely win. Re- 
Bpooting the atatment that out of the 
revenue colleoted in the province only three 
centa in tho dollar ia availablo for public 
improvementa, ho found that it was he 
who had made it, in the budget 
debato, when, aa roported in tho 
Colonist, ho Bald that out of tho ordinary 
roveuuo of tho province, orcluaivo of tho re- 
ceipta for land Bales, there ia at presentonly 
threo cents out of every dollar available for 
other than the ordinary purposes of tho 
governmont — so heavy have tho charges be- 
come upon tho liabilities of all aorta. This 
had not been correctly quoted by the 
Attorney-GeDnral, but ho maintained that 
it is a fact. Ho calculated tho liabilitiea to 
amount to a groaa total of between Boven 
and eight million dollars, including the 
guarantees to railway outerpriseB and the 
amount of tho loan now asked from tho 
houee. As he eatimutcd tho white popula- 
tion of the province at rather lees thun 65,- 
000, he held that wo " can't geb uway with 
lesa than $100 of debt por head." Ho 
contended thab tho Australian col-
